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The  following  Plates  contain,  with  tlie  i-xcqitiun  of  ouu  or  two  piuct'S  foniu'i-ly  i)ul}lislii-(l  in  ihr 
Esryi)tian  Monuments,  from  tlie  collcclions  of  tlic  l^arl  of  Ik-liiKHT,  ami  tlic  liicroily])liiL-s  of  Dr. 
Voini^,  tlif  insrrii)ti<ins  traix-d  in  nd  and  blark  ink  on  >lici'S  of  calcareous  stone  in  tlic 
possession  of  tlic  liritisli  Mu-cnni.  Similar  inscriptions  in  the  same  material  liave  been  fnnul 
at  different  times  in  l^irvpl.  and  many  are  preser\a-d  in  the  Museums  of  Eui'oj)c.  Tliosc  ol'  the 
Le\(len  Museum  lia\c  been  [mbli^lud  li\  Dr.  Ciini'ad  Lccnian~,  in  liie  Monumcns  I']^\piiens  du 
.\lusec  dcs  .\iiti(|uitcs  des  Pays  Has  a  fcide,  -J.",'  livrai-on,  to.  Ix'ide,  IKIi.'j,  accompanied  li\  a 
descriptive  text,  prepared  !)\  M.  Chaba-.  .\  --Idin'  with  :t  liicr'atic  inscription,  pnblislied  1)\ 
M.  .b)mard  in  lii-  edition  (.f  \1.  Cailllaild'^  \'oya^'e  a  I'oa-is  de  'flielies,  11.  Ptic.  Is(i-J,  |'|.  l',",, 
Xo.  t.  lias  alsii  liccn  editi-d  and  explained  by  M.  ( 'haba-  in  tlie  Zeit^clirit'l  I'iir  :ii^\  pt  ivclie  Sjiraehe 
uiid  Altcrlhum>kuiiile,  ltd,  Herlin,  Isor,  p.  I!;.  An  in-cribed  ^lonc  in  the  Lnuvre  with  liicralic 
inscription  has  also  been  published  by  .M .  Ilorrack,  in  the  sanu-  .lournal  for  the  \eiir  IsOl, 
p.  1.  AlthiiUL'h  the>c  inscriptions  do  not  piis^e-s  the  ~anie  iiiterest  and  iniportanee  as  the  texts 
of  papyri,  t!ic\"  ot'teii  record  important  t'aets  and  illustrate  the  iiiyt)io]oo\ .  history,  science,  and 
literature  of  l'"^'\pt.  'I'liey  have  suH'ered  more  from  the  influence  of  time  than  inci.scd 
inscriptions  on  stniie  m'  writing'  on  papyri,  which  has  reiidcled  it  desirable  to  jjrcscrve  their 
contents  by  Inning  tlicm  litho^raplied  in  tiicsiiuilc.  Considerable  dii}iiatlt\'  has  attended  this 
task,  'file  hieratic  and  other  inscriptions  ti"u-ed  on  the  li-atrinents  of  stone  are  exct-ediiurh' 
evaue?,eeiit.  ami  soiiletiiiies  hardly  \isib!e.  'flley  are  not  only  more  ditHeult  to  |-ead,  hut  are 
xvorsc  written  tliaii  the  pajiyri.  in  the  writiliu'  of  which  the  scribes  uiKhmbtedly  took  L'reater 
care.  More  elaborate  and  ca!'e!"ull\'  written  eonijiositions  were  iuscribc-d  on  boards  prepared 
In  a  layer  of  linen  cloth,  over  \\liich  was  spi-ead  a  thin  coat  of  stucco,  on  which  the  scribe 
wrote  the  required  inscription  in  a  ;;ood  hand.  'I'hc  slices  of  calcareous  stone  ami  fnijrmeiits 
of  terra  cotta  vessels  were  used  in  the  same  manner  and  for  the  same  purposes  as  the  ]iui;illaria 
(U-  wax  lalilets  of  the  (Ireiks  and  Koiuaiis.  and  tlie  slates  of  the  present  day.  'I'lie  scribe 
trimmed  a  slice  of  stone  of  recpiired  size,  tolerably  even  on  the  surface,  without  much  re^iard  to 
its  external  shape,  and  wrote  u[)nii  it  the  draught  or  copy  he  desired  to  prejiare  or  preserve. 
Some  of  these  I'lm'itive  memoranda  ajipear  to  have  been  designs  for  larger  comjiositions  and 
inscriptions  intended  to  be  copied  or  executed,  and  have  corrections  marked  upon  them  in  icd 
ink,  and  the  stops  of  the  sentences  dotted  in  the  same  colour.  A  few  are  portions  of  well- 
known  literary  compositions,  versions  of  the  texts  of  the  select  papyri,  formerly  jmhlished  In- 
the  Museum.  These  excerpts  are  remarkable,  as  it  is  not  possible  to  supjiose  that  whole 
compositions  so  cxtcnsix-e  as  those  of  the  papyri  could  have  been  entirely  copied  on  so  Imlkv 
a  material,  wliile  (he  texts  found  on  the  stone  are  evidently  copied  from  other  versions.  Their 
contents  arc  miscellaneous,  and  consist  of  accounts,  letters,  memoranda,  observations  and  precis 
of  events,  and  religimis  formulas. 

The    irreater    portion    belong    to    the    period   of    the    IHth    and    19th    dynasties,   the    most 


Il()\ii-i>irm!i-  time  of  tlie  E^-yptiau  inonurchy  and  of  Tlu'l)cs,  its  soutlu-m  me(i-i)polis.  Somf  arc 
elated  ill  the  reiu'iis  of  mouai-ehs  of  the  18tli  dynasty,  as  tliose  of  tlie  rei^ii  of  Aiiu'uopliis  III., 
and  contain  an  account  of  transactions  \vhich  took  place  in  the  days  of  that  nioiuii'ch.  Jic,-.idcs 
the  insci'ibcd  tablets,  one  with  an  incised  liieratic  inscription,  dated  in  tin'  rei^n  of  the  same 
nu)narch,  has  been  added  to  the  series  of  plates.  Two  otlu'r  hieratic  inscriptions  on  fragments 
of  vases,  oxiriira.  in  the  same  kind  of  writing-  and  of  sinnlar  natnre  to  (ho>e  on  stone,  have  been 
also  iiu'similcd  with  the  others,  as  they  eoniplcle  tlu'  hicratii'  inscriptions.  I'orlion-  of  terra 
cotta  vessels,  and  even  entire  vases,  were  more  connminh'  used  in  the  days  of  the  I{(nuan  empire, 
and  reccii)(s  for  the  taxes  or  orders  for  the  sohru-rs  in  Clreck  and  demolie  have  been  found  at 
Elephantine  and  Sycne.  At  all  periods  it  was  the  custom  to  inscribe  terra  cotta  and  other 
vases  with  hieratic  inscriptions,  rceordint;-  either  the  name  of  the  possessor  or  tlie  nudci-ial  the 
vase  contained,  but  ^ueli  inscriptions  are  disliuct  IVom  those  whicli  were  wi-itten  on  stone  or 
terra  cotta  for  the  sake  of  the  inscription  itself.  'I'he  l'ac>imile>  have  breii  made  by  Mr.  liowler, 
the  same  lithoij:ra])her  "who  has  i.*xecided  the  ('un(  iforni  in>criptions  of  \\i>Iern  A~ia,  publi>]icd 
bv  the  'i'rustees. 


VI.  I.  No.  '>('i-2i).  \  frasmcnt  of  calcareous  stone,  on  which  is  traced,  in  red  and  bhiek  ink, 
a  scene  reseuiblinii-  those  ot'ten  seen  on  tlie  walls  of  the  temple^.  The  nu)nai'i'h  Kameses  IX., 
of  the  ■iOtli  dynasty,  advaiu'es  from  the  dislyle  entrance  of  a  temple  oi'  palace  to  receive  the 
address  of  two  oftieers  of  state,  the  fii'st  of  whom  is  (h-e^^vd  in  ci\il.  and  the  sec(]nd  in  sacerdola! 
attire,  each  lioldinu"  the  fe;dlier  standard  or  (anbleiu  of  viclor\  in  the  ri^du  hand.  The 
liierou-lyiihic  inscrii)ti(ni  contains  the  name  and  titles  ol'  the  moiiarcli.  iho^c  of  ihe  pta'sons 
represented,  and  tlieir  addros  to  the  Kinu',  vvlio  1<  eompiiicd  to  Ihe  udd  Ka.  or  tlie  Sun. 
Tlie  .-tone  is  not  coiuplete  abo\e  and  at  the  riiiht  >iiU'.  Tlu'  i-((l  lines  round  the  tiuures 
are  the  corrections  of  tile  original  drawing  of  Ihe  scrilie.  This  plate  is  half  size  of  the 
original. 

PI.  ]l.  No.  .')(i'JI.  A  frauinenl  of  calcareims  stone,  on  wliiili  ai'e  ihc  prenonicn  and  name 
of  Rameses  X.,  of  the  il)th  dynasty,  in  hiero;;i\  phic-  Idled  in,  and  ot'  llii-ee  ilitfei-ent  sizes,  one 
remarkably  large.  .Some  other  characters  are  scrawled  on  tlie  stone.  It  is  a  fourlli  of  thr  size 
of  the  original. 


I'l.  III.  Tliei'atic  inscriptions  liu  the  reverse  of  the  same  stone.  Tt  contains  the  titles  of 
the  monarch,  and  tlu'  comniencemeut  of  an  iiiscri[)tioii,  apparently  part  ot"  an  address. 

I'l.  1\'.  No.  .'ili'^--'.  A  fragment  of  calcareous  stone,  on  whicli  is  traced  Ihe  fiu'iirc  of  a 
(a-ocodile  faeiiui"  to  the  right.  'I'he  ten  lines  of  hiei-oglyplis  iiiserilied  above  it  arc  a  portion  of 
tlie  address  of  a  ,lei(y  Cprobalily  Sebak,  of  whom  a  crocodile  was  the  li\ino'  emblem)  to  some 
monarch   of  the   liltli   or   ■JOtb  dvuastv. 


I'l,  V.  No.  .jII-j:!.  c.  a  fragment  of  calcareous  stone,  on  which  is  a  sketch,  in  three 
divisions,  of  one  of  the  scenes  of  the  passage  of  the  Sun  through  the  liom-s  of  the  Dav  or 
Night,  with  acconii.anyiiur  hienmlyphie  iiiscri]jtious,  all  in  oulliue.  In  the  upper  di\  isiou  is 
the   boat   of  the    Sun,   in    the    prow   of   wliieh   stands    a    figure,   apparently   piercing  llie  seriieut 


Apopliis  ill  the  waters.  In  the  cviitral  division  is  llie  boat  uf  tlie  [tmI  l{a,  or  the  Sun, 
and  in  tlie  lower  one  that  of  the  solar  deity  AC,  and  the  boat  of  another  god.  The  hiero,i(lypliic 
ULScriptions  are  addresses  of  the  deities  or  .spirits  in  the  ditferent  regions  through  whieh  the  Sun 
passes  to  that  god. 

Another  fragment  (Xo.  olli.'i.  a.)  has  part  of  the  seene  of  a  passage  with  [\\u  boats  and 
texts  of  similar  purjiort. 

These  two  fraL;nients  were  fuuiul  in  oiu-  (jf  the  ro\al  toniljs  i,f  the  Biban-el-.Molook  at 
Thebes. 

I'l.  \  1.  No.  N.'idii.  fragment  of  ealeareons  stone,  on  winch  is  traced  a  tiirnre  of  the 
goddess  Isis,  seated,  suekhng  Uorus.  Tlie  goddess  sits  in  a  shrine  or  bower  of  vines  or  fig-trees 
facing  to  the  right,  and  wears  a  girdle  and  pointed  .sandals.  Her  hair  is  bound  bv  a  broad  fillet 
or  diadem,  and  falls  in  thick  masses  on  her  head.  .She  liends  down  to  give  her  breast  to  the 
child.  Beneath  is  the  uppei-  part  of  a  man  standing',  his  liair  di\irlcd  into  four  masses, 
facing  to  the  right,  boliling  a  mirror  in  the  riu'lit  and  a  case  for  holdin;;  kohl  or  ntihium  in 
the  left  hand.  In  the  area  are  the  leaves  of  the  tig  or  vine.  This  sketch  has  a  irreat  re-emlilanci' 
to  the  style  of  art  prevalent  duriuL'  (he  reigns  of  the  heretical  moiiarehs  who  worshipjicd  the 
solar  disk,  at  the  close  of  the  iMtli  dynasty,  and  is  evidently  a  free,  if  not  >atirical,  cH'oil  of  the 
reed  of  a  scribe. 

Xo.  ,s.")()."i.  Fragment  of  calcareous  stone,  cm  which  are  sketched  two  figures  of  Osiris, 
standing  with  his  usual  attributes,  each  having  an  altar  of  viands  placed  befoi'e  him.  I'lider  the 
first  altar  is  a  vase  of  llbatiims,  under  the  second  are  two  vases.  The  name  of  the  ^'od,  with 
that  of  his  title  I'li-uefcr,  revealer  of  good,  is  before  the  fil>t  and  behind  the  second  tiirure. 
Across  the  stone  is  a  Une  of  hieratic,  and  seven  olliei-  lines  of  the  same  writing;  on  the  back. 

No.  ,")S()1.  Fragment  of  calcareous  stone,  on  which  arc  scrawled  a  number  of  chests  or 
boxes,  with  their  coders,  accompanied  by  bieroirhpbs  of  numerals  ami  other  worcN. 

I'l.  VII.  Xo.  5f)-_':i,  1).  Fragment  of  calcareous  stone,  on  which  are  inscribed  two  lines  of 
hieroglyiihs  imperfect  at  each  end.  It  is  ])art  of  a  sepulchral  formula,  dedicated  to  a  deitv  not 
mentioned  for  the  usual  gift-;  of  food  and  drink,  and  other  benefits  usually  conferred  on  the 
deceased. 

No.  ."i(if2.  Fragment  of  calcareous  stone,  inscribed  on  each  side,  with  two  ])erpe]]dicular 
lines  of  coarse  hieratic  writing,  the  purjiort  of  which  is  obscure. 

No.  olJ.in.  Fragment  of  calcareous  stone,  inscribed  with  five  hnes  of  coarse  linear 
hieroglypliic  writing  of  early  style  and  character,  part  of  the  eulogy  of  an  EL'yptian  monarch.  It 
appears  divided  by  horizontal  red  lines  into  other  lines  or  paragraphs,  as  if  the  copy  or  drauLdit 
of  an  inscription  either  ciigraA  cd  or  ordered  to  be  engraved  upon  a  temple. 

PI.  VIII.  No.  0041.  Fragment  of  calcareous  stone,  with  inscription  in  a  large  linear 
hieratic  hand,  in  vertical  lines  in  front  and  horizontal  line  at  the  back.  The  lines  in  front  have 
been  divided  by  perpendicular  black  lines,  which  are  seen  in  the  text.  The  inscription  in 
parts  is  much  erased  and  ditheult  to  see.  It  is  part  of  an  address  to  a  god  or  person,  possibly  to 
the  god  Ptah.

PI.  IX.  No.  ,")(;:!«.  Frag-mont  of  calcareous  stone,  with  inscription  in  a  coarse  liieratic 
liand,  written  on  bolli  sides.  It  is  a  ])oi1ion  of  a  le((ei-  oe  addi-e^s  IViiui  a  i)ers<ni  not  named 
to  anotlicr,  siniilar  to  tliose  of  Sallier  I'apvens  I.  and  iVnastasi  III.  iS:  W.  it  enjoins  tlie 
person  addressed  to  iitiend  to  certain  worlvuien,  and  I'efers  (o  an  ark  ov  boat  and  otlier 
matters. 

I'i.  X.  No.  ,")()'2:i.  I'raument  ol'  calcareous  stone,  on  wliieli,  in  a  i\  ell-wi'ilten  liieratic 
hand,  very  faint  and  indistinct,  is  part  of  the  eoinnienceinent  of  the  sec(nid  Sallier  I'apyrus, 
Select  Papu'i,  I'l.  x.,  coutaininu'  the  iiistrnclions  ol'  tlie  inonarch  Aniencinha  1.,  of  the  12th 
d\iiast\',  to  his  son,  the  ino!iarcli  Osortesen  I,,  ui\en  in  a  dream.  The  te.\t  of  the  inscribed 
stone  contains  the  connneneinu"  p;n■a^■rapll  1*1.  x.,  a)id  nids  about  tlie  middle  of  the  fourth  line 
of  I'l.  \i.  Several  useful  and  important  ditl'ercnt  readinirs  occur  in  the  text.  Scnnc  account 
of  the  meaninii"  and  ])urport  of  tlie  instructions  of  Anicncmlia  i.  will  be  found  in  the  ('Lunbridg'e 
Essays,  Hvo,  J^ondon,  l.s.'iS,  j).  -Ili'J. 

This  composition,  both  on  the  stone  and  in  the  I'apyrus,  is  not  older  than  tlie  lillli  dyiiasly, 

VI.  XI.  Xo.  .'jliliH,  a.  Fraaimcut  of  calcareous  stone,  on  which  is  written,  in  a  neat  hieratic 
hand,  part  of  the  second  com})Osition  of  the  second  Sallier  i'ap\  rus,  entitled  tile  instructions 
</\\vn  by  SliautVakorta  to  his  son  I'cpi,  wlien  he  returned  from  the  scliool  of  literature  or  colle!rc 
of  Silsihs.  Tile  objei't  of  (his  C(nnposition  is  to  extol  tlie  profession  of  scribe,  and  the  culti\alion 
of  Icarninu",  \)\  a  comparison  of  the  inferiorit\'  and  incoineniences  of  the  (jtlier  conditions  of  life. 
An  account  of  the  "icneral  contents  of  this  document  has  Ijeen  i;iven  1>\'  Mr.  (Joodwin  in  the 
Cambridi^e  lissa\s,  Is.'SS,  p.  •27'2.  The  Inscription  on  the  sfoiie  commences  wiili  fhc  paraurapli 
of  the  second  line,  I'l.  xvi.  of  (he  Select  Papyri,  ;ni(l  ends  al  the  ninlh  line  of  I'lale  xvir. 
The  text  of  tlie  inscription  conUiins  some  various  rea<linu-s  of  the  Papyrus,  showini;-  that  it 
has  been   copied    from    another  A'ci'sion. 

PI.  XII.  Xo.  ')Ci-2'i.  Frairment  of  calcareous  stone,  inscribed  on  both  ^idcs  in  a  small 
and  neat  hieratic  lumdwritinir.  It  is  dated  the  ."idtli  da\  of  the  month  Clioiak,  ol'  the  1th  \ear 
of  the  reiirn  of  ;i  inonarch  not  nientiont'd  (probabU  .\iiieno[)lns  111.  or  one  ol'  his  vucce>-ois,) 
of  tlie  isth  dynasty.  The  stibjcet  of  the  writing-  appears  (o  be  an  aceotnit  of  tlie  I'lilaruini; 
and  buildiiu;  the  place  or  habitation  of  certain  workpt'o|ile,  and  the  proeeedinu's  wbich  took 
place   thereon. 

PI.  XIII.  Xo.  "i(i'27.  Frairment  of  calcareous  stone,  inscribed  with  a  composition  in  a 
large  hieratic  handwrilimr,  very  coarsi'  and  indistiiiet,  in  part.-,  dillicull  to  ri'ad.  It  appears 
to  be  eertiiin  instructions  addressed  by  an  oflicer  of  the  palace  of  Anienophis  11],  to  Scbakhott'i), 
a  priest  of  the  goddess  I'aslit  or  Sckliet,  relative  to  the  oll'erinus  nr  suppli<'s  !o  be  uivcn  for 
the  service  of  tlie  deities  of  the  (oinli  of  .Vmeiiophis  III.  It  also  gives  an  accoiml  of  certain 
granaries,  and  of  the  ctdtivation  or  produce  of  the  fields. 

PI.  XIV.  Xo.  .'iti'il.  Fragment  of  calcareous  stone,  inscribed  with  a  hieratic  inscription  in 
a  fine  clear  handwriling  on  one  side,  and  continued  in  a  smaller  and  more  iiidistinel  hand  on  tlu' 
other.  It  has  siilh-red  inueli  li'inn  the  clfeets  of  lime.  The  inscription  is  dated  in  the  7tli  \(.;i,. 
of  the  reign  of  Ilareinhbai  or  Horns,  of  the  Islh  djnasly.  The  subject  relates  to  sonu' 
alterations    made    in    the    tombs    of  the    parents    of  the    writer,   by    Tholhnies,   (he   "overnor   of 


the  (iHtiict.  h  appears  tliat  the  moiiairh  Ameiiopliis  III.,  in  the  inontli  rayni  of  tlic  -JIM 
year  ..f  hi^  reiu'ii,  had  ^'ranted  a  jiartieiilar  site  for  the  purpose,  aiul  that  a  ]ihiii  c.f  the  same 
was  prepared.  Tlie  latter  porliuii  is  very  ubseiuv,  owiij;;  tu  the  luutihiticii  ,il'  the  te\t,  lint  il 
ajjpear^  that  ini|uiries  after  the  site  or  the  nii-aiipi()|iriatiiiiL  ot'  it  had  lieiii  inaile  about  llie 
7th   of  the  month    I'axiii.

It  i^  llie  aei^onnt  of  a  i-olibt-rj  eoniinilted  b\  eerlain  «(irl>nun.  ll  nielitii>iis 
amonsst  oilur  ineidents  the  ein-onalion  of  a  nionai'eli  mimed  .Vmenophi-,  proi)ably  llie  Ibird 
of  tliat  name,  on  tlii'  l:itli  of  the  monlli  f;ijiplii.  Part  of  anotlur  inseription,  wbieli  tlie 
writer   had   eonmieneed   mi    the   back,    has    bcfii   era>ed    in   ancient    times.

in  a  clear  and  neat  bamhvritinL'.  It  is  a  li~t  oi-  in\enl(n-y  of  lliincrs  belonudnK  to  a  female 
named  I 'Ijkhet,  « itli  theii-  \alncs  ••illaclicd  to  tlicm.  Oiju-r  entries  occnr  of  thinijs  <;iven  or 
beloimin-  to  the  falln'r  of  the  writer,  and  a  female  of  tlie  ])lace  IH'  di^tl■iet.  This  writin^r 
is    in    fact   of  tlic   iialnre    of  a   bill,   account,   or    meniorandnm. 

Xo.  .-|(;:i(;.  I'raunient  of  calcal'eons  sloiie,  inscribed  \silli  a  liicj-atie  inscri|ition,  in  a 
small  Imt  fairly  wi'IiIimi  haiidwritiiiL'.  It  is  the  li^t  and  valuation  of  thinurs  beloij;;in^^  to  the 
workman  Anienshan.  'i'o  each  article  mentiimcd  is  attached  its  number  and  value.  This 
inscription  resembles  in    pm-pml    that   pi-cvion>h    di'seribed. 

PI.  X\  II.  .\o.  ."it;:!!).  Frairnicnt  of  calcareous  ~tone,  on  which  is  a  hieratic  inscrijition  in  a 
coarsely  writlcn  handwriting.  'Die  contents  are  of  a  l-elii;i(m~  iiafn)-e.  similar  to  those  of  the 
chapters  in  the  Hook  of  the  Dead  or  liitnal,  and  are  full  of  >iiiiilai-  idea-.  They  address  some 
(me  not  mentioncil,  giviii!,'  him  directions  aliouf  the  Aahln  or  ICIy-iaii  liclds.  dii-cctini;  him  lo 
(piench  bis  thii-st  in  the  inundation  of  the  .Xile.  to  proceed  to  the  abode  of  hearts,  to  restore  bis 
own  to  its  ))laee,  and  similar  e\pre^^ioll■..  The  writiiiic  is  very  faint  and  eianescent,  renderin;;  the 
reading;  of  the  text  doubtful  or  ditKcuh  in  several  jilaces.

Frairment  of  ealeareous  stone,  on  which  is  traced  a  hieratic  inscription  in  a 
small  and  neat  handwritinu-.  It  records  a  series  of  astronomical  ol)sei-vafioii>  njade  npoii  a 
star  called  the  '■  Star  of  Ihe  Waters,"  apparently  one  of  the  deeans.  and  I'onnd  nn'iitioncd  in  the 
astronomical  observations  recorded  in  the  tomb  of  Ramcses  IX.  Lep^ins,  Denkniaeler  Al)tli. 
111.  lit.  -I-IT  'b.  Tliese  stars  foi'iued  a  <iroup,  peihaps  tlie  Ihailes  or  Pleiades.  These 
observations  extend  from  Ihe  ."ith  of  the  nmnth  I'hann-noth  to  the  7tli  I'ayni  of  the  :ir<l  year  of 
the  reiun  of  sonn'  nn)nareli  wluise  nan\e  is  not  menliont'd,  ami  eonsisi  of  tliirlecii  observations, 
to  each  of  which  is  attached  Ihe  date  and  (he  name  of  tlie  observer.  Some  account  of  this 
inscriplion  will  be  found  in  the  Zeilscln-ift  fur  iiu-yptisclie  Sprache  und  Altcrlhnmskumlc,  -Ito, 
IScrlin,  ISIi.s.  .lanuar.,  s.

It  is  of  the  jlcriod  of  tlie  1  sth  dynasty,  the  name  of"  one  of  the  kiiuis  ('.Vmenholeii 
or  .Vmenophis)  being  mcntiouccl  in  if. 

PI.  XXTX.  No.  1,'i.s.  Tablet  of  calcareous  stone,  on  which  a  hieratic  inscription  is  engi-;ived 
in  onthuc,  the  characters  of  \vhich  have  been  painted  blue.  It  is  dated  on  the  tJtli  day 
of  the  mouth  Choiak.  of  tlu'  lltli  year  of  the  reign  of  .\iiieiiopliis  III.,  of  the  Isth  d\iiastv. 
and  relates  to  the  emlowineut  of  the  Temjile  of  Kai-k.  by  the  ro\al  scribe  iVmenhotep, 
surnaiued  llui.  It  invokes  imprecations  on  any  of  the  successors  of  .Vraenliotep  who 
shall  iufruige  on  the  rights  or  revenues  of  the  Temple,  or  neglect  his  duty  towards  it,  by 
employing  the  slaves  belonging  to  it,  or  b\'  apiiropriating  the  produce  assiirned  for  its 
support ;  invoking  blessings,  on  the  other  hand,  on  those  who  conform  to  the  reirulations.
